Cereal Crops. 

The area of cereal crops iu 1906 amounted to 1,309,943 acres, 
there being in Leinster, 376,290 acres; in Munster, 259,170 acres; 
in Ulster, 547,036 acres ; and in Connaught, 126,847 acres. 


Wheat . — The area of wheat amounted to 43,880 acres, an 
increase of 6,020 acres on the area in 1905. There was an 
increase in the area of this crop in all four Provinces, amounting 
in Leinster to 2,653 acres, in Munster to 1,865 acres, in Ulster to 
926 acres, and in Connaught to 576 acres. 


Oats . — The area of oats amounted to 1,076,310 acres, an in- 
crease of 9,504 acres on the area in 1905. There was an increase 
in the area of this crop in all four Provinces, amounting in 
Leinster to 773 acres, in Munster to 504 acres, iu Ulster to 7,363 
acres, and in Connaught to 864 acres. 

Barley . — The area of barley amounted to 176,435 acres, an 
increase of 21,846 acres as compared with the area in 1905. 
There was an increase in the area of this crop in all the four 
Provinces amounting in Leinster to 15,838 acres, in Munster to 
4,025 acres, in Ulster to 1,271 acres, and in Connaught to 712 
acres. 

Bye . — -The area under rye amounted in 1906 to 10,343, an 
increase of 1S8 acres on 1905. 


Armor Corn Crops . — Other corn crops also show an increase in 
1906 — Bere of S3 acres, beans of 490 acres, and peas of 52 acres.

The total area of green crops in 1906, excluding flax, amounted 
to 1033 696 acres, there being in Leinster, 24S.76S acres; in 
Munster! 257,033 acres; in Ulster, 367,082 acres; and m 
Connaught, 160,813 acres. 

Potatoes . — The area of potatoes amounted to 616,107 acres, a 
decrease of 648 acres compared with the year 1905. There was 
an increase of 2,702 acres in Leinster, and a decrease of 1,068 
acres in Munster, of 1,612 acres in Ulster, and of 6/0 acres m 
Connaught. 

Turnips. The area of turnips amounted to 278,367 acres, a 

decrease of 3,738 acres compared with the year 190o. There 
was an increase of 204 acres in Leinster, and of 326 acres m 
Munster, and a decrease of 3,799 acres m Ulster, and of 469 
acres in Connaught. 

Mangels .- The area of mangels amounted to 67,200 acres, a 
decrease of 5,370 acres compared with the year 190o. There 
was a decrease of 50 acres in Lemster, of 1,957 acres m Munster, 
of 1,706 acres in Ulster, and of 1,657 acres in Connaught. 


Gdbbaqe . — The area of cabbage in 1906, was 40,838 acres as 
compared with the year 1905, a decrease of 1,857 acres There 
was a decrease of 23 acres in Leinster, of 777 acres in Munster, 
of 181 acres in Ulster, and of 876 acres in Connaught. 


Minor Green Crops — not including Flax.— There was an 
increase in parsnips of 104 acres, in vetches of 54 acres, and in 
rape of 572 acres. There was a decrease m the beet-root ot 4 
acres, and in carrots of 28 acres. “ Other green crops w, such 
as are not specified among the foregoing, increased by 238 acres.

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Flax . — The area under flax amounted to 55.18!) acres, as com- 
pared witli 40,158 acres in 1905, an increase of 9,031 acres, or 
19-6 per cent. 


Hay. 

The area under hay in 1900 amounted to 2,330,016 acres, as 
compared with 2,294,506 acres in 1905, being a net increase of 
35,510 acres. There was an increase in. the area amounting in 
Leinster to 17,160 acres, in Munster to 6,343 acres, and in Ulster 
to 11,700 acres ; in Connaught, compared with 1905, there was a 
decrease of 199 acres. In the 1906 returns hay was classified so as 
to show the amount of “ first year’s” hay, “second and third years’ ” 
hay, and hay from “ permanent meadow,” which last class includes 
“ all other hay.” First year liay amounted to 522,375 acres, 
second and third years’ hay to 257,873 acres, and hay from 
permanent meadow' to 1,549,768 acres. 


Since 1880 an annual return has been made of the acreage 
of each variety of potato in Ireland. As 
Varieties of Potatoes, already stated, the acreage under potatoes 
in Ireland in 1906 was 616,107, as 
compared with 616,755 in the year 1905, showing a decrease of 
648 acres.

The total estimated produce of wheat in 1906 was 817,859 cwts., 
being 6'7 per cent, greater than the pro- 
Total Produce. duce for the preceding year, and 5'0 per 
cent, over the average for the ten years 
1896-1905 ; the total quantity of oats was 17,928,777 cwts., being 
3-3 per cent, more than the produce in 1905, and 2'3 per cent, over 
the average for the ten years 1896-1905 ; the quantity of barley 
was 3,090°481 cwts., being 04 per cent, over the produce in 1905, 
and 6-5 per cent, over the average for the ten years 1890-1905 ; 
and the produce of rye was 142,625 cwts., being 3 9 per cent, 
over that for the preceding year, and 2T per cent, below the 
average for the ten years 1896-1905. 

The total produce of potatoes was 2,660,581 tons, being 223 
per cent, less than the yield in 1905, and an increase equivalent 
to T3 per cent, as compared with the average produce for the ten 
years 1896-1905. The turnip crop was 4,955,596 tons, being 4’9 
per cent, more than the produce in 1905, and 7'8 per cent, above 
the average for the ten years 1896-1905 ; and the total quantity of 
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mangel wurzel and beet root was 1,344, 410 tons, being 4 9 
per cent more than in 1905, and 18'4 per cent, over the average 
for the ten years 1896-1905. 

The yield of flax was 12,024 tons, being 10'6 per cent, over 
the produce in 1905, ar.d 26’6 per cent, over the average quantity 
for the ten years 189G-1905.

LIVE STOCK. 

The revised live stock figures are presented in Table VII. 
There was a decrease in the total number of horses and asses, and an 
increase in the number of mules and jennets. There was a slight 
decrease in the total number of cattle, there being an increase in 
the number of milch cows and of cattle two years old and 
upwards, and a decrease in the number of cattle under two years. 
There was a decrease in the number of sheep and goats, aud an 
increase in the number of pigs. There was also an increase in 
the number of poultry. 

The following are the chief particulars as.regards the different 
classes of live stock : — • 

Horses, Mules, and Asses.— The total number of horses 
amounted to 601,413 in 1906 as compared with 608,994 in 1905, 
a decrease of 4,581. There was a decrease of 802 in Leinster, 
of 182 in Munster, of 3,587 in Ulster, and of 10 in Connaught. 
Mules and jennets amounted to 30,967 in 1906 as compared with 
29,684 in 1905, an increase of 1,283. Asses amounted to 243,669 
in 1906 as compared with 244,606 in 1905, a decrease of 937. 

Cattle. — The total number of cattle amounted to 4,638,924 in 
190G as eomparedwith4,645,215inl905,a decrease of 6,291. There 
was an increase of 4,588 in Munster and of 486 in Ulster; and a 
decrease of 4,936 in Leinster and of 6,429 in Connaught. The 
number of milch cows was 1,496,284 in 1906 as compared with 
1,4S7,064 in 1905, an increase of 9,220, There were increases in 
ail the Provinces. The other cattle were : — Two years old and 
upwards, 1,058,681 ; one year old and under two years, 1,000,343; 
under one year, 1,083,616 in 1906, as compared with 1,041,306, 
1,024,638 and 1,092,207, respectively, in 1905. 

Sheep. — The total number of sheep amounted to 3,714,832 in 
1906 as compared with 3,749,352 in 1905, a decrease of 34,520. 
There were increases of 24,698 in Leinster, and of 832 in Ulster; 
and decreases of 15,283 in Munster, and of 44,767 in Connaught, 

Pigs. — The total number of pigs amounted to 1,244,193 in 
1906' as compared with 1,164,316 in 1905, an increase of 79,877. 
There were increases of 19,934 in Leinster, of 16,469 in Munster, 
of 31,437 in Ulster, and of 12,037 in Connaught. 

Goats. — The number of goats amounted to 267,342 in 1906 as 
compared with 284,069 in 1905, a decrease of 16,727. There 
were decreases of 3,169 in Leinster, of 8,143 in Munster, of 
2,031 in Ulster, and of 3,384 in Connaught. 

Poultry. — The number of poultry amounted to 18,976,798 in 
1908 as ' compared with 18,549,051 in 1905, an increase of 
427,747. There were increases of 84,803 in Leinster, of 79,444 
in Munster, of 160,591 in Ulster, and of 102,909 in Connaught. 
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]j e es. Inquiries were made as in previous years regarding the 

number of stocks and the production of honey and wax in the 
season 1905-6. According to the returns the number of stocks 
mi April 1st 1906, amounted to 26,769, of which 16,509, were in 
hives having movable combs, and 10,260 in other hives. 

Further particulars regarding crops and live stock, and 
statistics of the number and extent ot holdings m 1906, will be 
presented in the Detailed Agricultural Statistics.
